One of the »roblens most encountered by members talking to others 
about the liovencnt is the fear and dangor of cxvosure. Wo try hard to 
avert this danger for oursclves. For instance, our present mailing 
systom is in the hands of one person, the dircctor. He alone Imows or 
has access to the full names and addresses of all members anc fricnds 
to whom our mail is sent. Future policy will be to confine such acccss 
to as for peovle as possible. 

Also, individual members acting as liason betireon outsidors and the 
group have allowod thoir contacts to lnow only themsclvos »rior to 
direct contact tith the group or whichever members or officials thoir 
needs reauire. (An oxemple of this has beon furnished by our director. 
A member approached Ron about the vrobloms of a non-mombor. Hon ar- 
ranged to call the contact with whatever advise or hel» he could con- 
Sciousabdly sive. Ron calicd, giving only his orm first name. iho, 
then; tras cxposcd? Surely not- the -menpcer, who tas already knotm to the 
contact to be gay. Suroly not Ron, the least part of whom was revenlo’. 
Mot even the groun, for Ron called as the friend of a friend.) Another 
menber revealed that even in conversation with close gay fricnds he 
has never mentioned any of the mombers names, as monbers, though he 
spoke to his fricnds of joining. 

The most troublcosome areca is, of course, our public stance. We 
cannot o»nerate without some nublic lmowlcdge of our existence, »vartic- 
ulerly among the gay » convle whom tic count u»non for momboershi» and 
support, and thom tre sceck to sorve. Here, too, we move irith utmost 
caution, scecking to cover as much as vossible undor a cornorate nance, 
and exposing only a fow officers, who should cercrully consider tho 
conscqueneces of thoir >osition. So far we have evoided »nublic mocting 
»ylaccs though we have considered mooting uncer the ausvicos of ao sroup 
thougnt to be vory syirrnathotic with us. But wo hositata,. 

Sortie concorn has been oxpresscd about straight visitors and callors 
to our office, should we have one. Skverionce shows, however, that 
Virtually no onc contacts a socioty like ours tithout good reason: 
indced most outsidors.covrer to ba nervous nollics, heaving sexrcticd uy 
their courage enough to risk the cintact. Our best nublic rolations 
arc achioved by having these »neoonlc find that there is nothing to fcar 
from Use 

Our sccurity, then, lics in our o7m hends much as it has altars 
donee ilo one necd knotr you arc a member unless you or another meonbor 
reveals it. These safcruards are ours to maintain. 

And it must be »ointead out that many imo fear cxposure with us are 
the same who risk it frequently themsclves by regular attendanca at 
gay spots and clsctmere in gay connany.
